Professor Levi Gilbert, (lean of men 
at the Cumberland Valley State Nor­ 
mal School at Shippensburg and a 
von of Tames Gilbert, of Table Rock, 
an employe of the local furniture fac­ 
tories, is interviewing school direc­ 
tors of Adams county over the week­ 
ends and, according to reports, is mak­ 
ing a very favorable impression in his 
candidacy 
for 
superintendent of 
Adams county public schools. 
Professor Gilbert is not a stranger 
in Adams county schools, he having 
been a former teacher in the Bigler­ 
ville High School. 
He has served 
the last five yea rd on the staff of the 
Shippen^burg State Normal School. 
Directors Elect April 13 
The school directors of the various 
towns and townshiDS of Adams coun­ 
ty will meet in Gettysburg April 13 
to elect a county superintendent for a 
four year term. 
The superintendent 
elected at that time has the naming 
of the assistant superintendent, but 
Professor Gilbert has publicly 
an­ 
nounced that, if he Is elected superin­ 
tendent, he will ask the directors be- 
foFe tlfey adjourn to designate their 
choice for his assistant. 
“I am quite willing and ready to 
work with any man Abe directors 
feel is best qualified to fill the office 
of assistant superintendent/’ Profes- 
sor Gilbert has told a number bf di­ 
rectors he has impressed with his 
qualifications, according to informa­ 
tion given The Times by directors. 
Professor Gilbert graduated from 
the 
Shippensburg 
State 
Normal 
School in 1917 and from Franklin and 
Marshall College in 1922, finishing 
his work lief ore the end of the achool 
year. 
He carried off highest scho­ 
lastic honors of his classes a t both 
institutions, having been valedictorian 
at both Shippensburg and Franklin 
and Marshall. 
Enlisted From Adams County 
During the world war. Professor 
Gilbert enlisted while teaching sc h o o l 
at Biglerville in the first flying cadet 
company of the United States Army 
from Adams county and served in 
eight different camps, the first being 
Omaha, Nebraska. 
He was a star athlete at Franklin 
end Marshall College and was a cap­ 
tain of the football team there. 
He 
played two years in football games 
against Gcttyid>urg College. 
He has 
had eleven years experience 
as 
a 
teacher in public schools, including 
rural schools, high schools and later 
at Shippensburg Normal. 
He is 34 
years old and has a family of a wife 
aud two children. 
Professor Gilbert has many strong 


t upporters for the position of 
su­ 
perintendent in Adams county among 
prominent lawmen ami school direc­ 
tors alike. 
“I ain not playing politics in pre­ 
senting myself for the position of 
superintendent 
of 
Adams 
county 
schools, because I don't know any­ 
thing about the political game," Pro­ 
fessor Gilbert is quoted as saying. 
"I have no wx>rd of criticism for oth­ 
ers who are seeking the same posi­ 
tion. 
If I can’t sell myself to the 
directors on the strength of my quali­ 
fications, r don't want the job; most 
assuredly, I am not seeking the posi 
tion by holding up the faults of oth­ 
ers who have just as much right to 
present their claims to the directors 
as I have.” 
One or two others seeking the same 
position are reported to be “not quite 
as frank and open and fair in their 
tactics,” according to several direc­ 
tors who have been approached by 
them. 
They are reported to be be­ 
littling the candidacy of Professor 
Gilbert on the ground that he does 
not Hve in Adams county a t the pres­ 
ent time. 
This statement is used so 
extensively that Professor Gilbert, 
upon the advice of his friends, has 
written the following letter to each 
of the directors::

Lancaster Man Alleged to Have 
Secured Money From Bank 
by (living False Title. 


Martin Philip Rindlaub. Sr., native 
of Gettysburg, now publisher and edi­ 
tor of tho Grant County Witness, 
Platteville, Wisconsin, and member of 
the Kiwanis Club of the same city, 
contributes an interesting article on 
“Abraham Lincoln” in the current is­ 
sue of The Kiwanis Magazine. 
Mr. Rindlaub *s article is an his­ 
torical sketch by a Kiwanian who was 
a newspaper reporter at the Lincoln- 
Douglas debate in Freeport, Illinois, 
in 1H58 and at the Wigwam convention 
in Chicago in 1860, when Lincoln was 
nominated for the presidency. 
A portion of the article refers to 
Gettysburg: 
Born In (gettysburg 
“It is very hard iii this day to 
realize the state of affairs that exist­ 
ed, for a numlwr of years before the 
war, between the people of the North 
and the South. 
Anti-slavery senti­ 
ment predominated in the North am! 
while there were many abolitionists 
they were regarded as disturbers and 
cranks. I was bom and raised at Get­ 
tysburg, 
within ten 
miles of the 
Maryland border, and I know that a 
northern man was always looked upon 
w'ith suspicion by the people of the 
South, and it was not safe for ail op­ 
ponent of slavery to give utterance 
to his sentiments south of Mason and 
Dixon's line.” 
________________ 
Mr. Rindlaub’s article, which is 
lengthy and replete with many hith­ 
erto unpublished incidents in the life 
of Lincoln, closes as follows: 
“Each passing year serves to em­ 
phasize the fact that the memory of 
Abraham Lincoln has been more po­ 
tent than any other influence in bring­ 
ing the people of the North and the 
South into more peaceful and har­ 
monious relations toward each other. 
“In the language of another: 
‘Heroic soul, in homely garb half hid, 
Sincere, 
sagacious, 
melancholy, 
quaint, 
Wtyhat he endured, no less than what 
he did, 
Has reared his monument and crowned 
him saint. ”
